ful receiuing & vſing of the ane, exhort them to ſin- 
cere & true repentance, & that in ſuch ſort, as they de- 
clare the inward affection of their hearts, with the out- 
ward exercifes of prayer, faſting, and almes deedes, that 
the world may teſtiſie & fee that they truely returne to 
their Lord God. In other places where ſuch ſufficient & 
difcreete preachers be not, the Miniſters vpon the ſame 
daies ſhal reade ſome part of theſe Homilies folowing, 
diſtinctly and reuerently, that the people may be mo- 
ued thereby to the effect of that which is before men- 
tioned, Moreouer, vpon the Wednefdayes and Fry- 
dayes,the Minifters in euery parith thal fay Diuine ſer- 
uice morning and evening in ſuch fort, as hereafter fo- 
loweth. At which Seruice,oné of euery houſe in the pa- 
riſh ſhall be preſent. And if either the Minifters ſhalbe 
negligent in doing their dueties appoynted vnto them 
in this ſeruice, or the people diſobedient in comming 
or reſorting to this godly exerciſe, the Churchwar- 
dens and other diſcreete men of the Pariſh are required 
to complaine thereof vnto the Ordinary, that the ſlack- 
neſſe ofeche partie may be corrected. The people alſo 
at eche time of aſſemblie would be admoniſhed, 
to make their charitable contribution to the 
reliefe of the poore, at the leaſt ac-

and allo ſtaye them that might haue abuled his 
example to finne the moze boldly. Theretoꝛe they 
are lartheſt from true repentance, that will not 
confefle and acknowledge their ſinnes, noꝛ pet be⸗ 
waple them, but rather do mot vngodly gloꝛy and 
vetopce in them. Mowe leaſt any man chould thinke 
that repentante doeth conte in outward weeping 
and mourning only: he doeth rehearſe that wher 
in the chiele ofthe whole matter doeth lie, when he 
fayth: Rent pour hearts, and not pour garments, 
and turne vnto the Loꝛde pour Gon. Foꝛ the people 
ofthe Catt part of the woꝛlde were wont to rent 
their garmentes, ikanything had happened vnto 


crites ſometime counterfapte lolow, as though 
the whole repentance dpd ſtande inſuch out warde 
geſture. Pee teacheth then, that another maner ol 
thing is required, that is, that they muſt bee con

theringol Maboth, and be wapled his owne ſinkull 
doings, Such was the Nineuites fatt, bꝛought to 
repentance by Jonas pꝛeaching. wehen xl. thou 
ſand or the Iſraelites were ſlayne in battel againſt 
the Beniamites, the Scripture ſapth: All the chil⸗ 
dꝛen of Ilrael, and the whole multitude of people 
went out to Bethel, and late there weeping before 
the Loꝛde, and fatted all that day vntill night. So 
did Daniel Detter, Pehemias, and manp others 
in the olde Teſtament kalt. But if any man wil ſap, 


it is true, ſo they faſted in deede, but we are not now 


order that poke of the Lawe, we are ſet at libertie 
by the kreedome of the Golpell therekoꝛe thole rites 
and cuſtomes of theolde Law binde not vs, except 
it can be ſhewed by the Scriptures of the newe Ce-

Wo fofatteth not, that man is not of God, for fa- 


‘fing and pꝛaier, are woꝛkes both commended, and 
commanded of God in his Scriptures:and al good 
men krom Moles tillthis time, alwel the Prophets 
ag others, haue exerciſed them ſelues in theſe 
Woꝛkes. John alfo and his diſciples at this day doe 
falt oft, and pray much, and lo doe we the Phariles 
in like maner: But thy diſciples kalt not at ail, 
which it thou wilt dente, we can ealily pꝛoue it. Foꝛ 
whoſoeuer eateth and dꝛinketh, laſteth not: Thy 


diſciples eate and dꝛinke, therefore they fall not. 


Okthis wee conclude, faythep, necellarily that 
neither art thou, noꝛ thy diſciples of God. Chꝛiſt 
maketh anlwere, faping , Can pee make that the 
childꝛen of the wedding thal kalt, while the bꝛide⸗ 
grome is with them? The dayes ſhall come when 
the bꝛidegrome ſhall be taken from them: Inthoſe 
dapes thall they fat. Our Sauiour Chit like a 
good maſter defendeth the innocencie of his dilci⸗ 


pfles, againſt the malice ot the arrogant Phariles 


and pꝛooueth that his diſciples are not guiltie ol 
tranigreſling any tot of Gods lawe, although as 
then they fatted not, and in his anlwere repꝛoueth 
the Phariſes ot ſuperſtition, and ignoꝛance. Su⸗ 


perttition, becauſe they put a religion in their do⸗ 
ings, and afcribed holineſſe to the out warde woꝛke 
Wrought, not regardingto what ende kalting is oꝛ⸗ 
Depned, DE ignoꝛance, foꝛ that they coulde not ote 
ſcerne betweene time and time. They knowe not 
that there is a time ot reiopcing a mirth, and a time 


againe ot lamentation and mourning, which both 


he teacheth in his anl were, as ſhalbe touched moze 
largely hereatter, when wee hall hewe what time 


is moſt fit to kaſt in. 


Burt here beloued, let vs note that our Patt 
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Chit in making his ant were to their quellion, 


denped not, but conkeſled that his diſciples kaſted 
not, and therefore agreeth to the Phariles inthis, 
as vnto a maniteſt trueth: that who lo eateth and 
dꝛinketh kaſteth not. Falting then, euen by Chats 
alſent, is a withholding of meate, dꝛinke, and all 
naturall foode from the body, koꝛ the determined 
time of kaſting. And that it was vled in the pꝛima⸗ 
tiue Church, appeareth moſt euidẽtiy by the Chal⸗ 
cedon Councile, one of the foure firſt general 
Counciles. The Fathers allembled there to the 
number of fire hundꝛeth and thirtie, conlidering 
with them ſelues, ho we acceptable a thing kaſting 
is to God, When it is vſed accoꝛding to his woꝛde. 
Againe, hauing beloꝛe their eyes allo, the great a- 
bute of the fame crept into the Church at thole 
dapes, thꝛough the negligence of them, which 


ſhoulde haue taught the people the right vſe there⸗ 


of, and by vayne gloſes, deuiſed ol men: to reloꝛme 
the ſapd abuſes, and to reſtoꝛe this fo good and god⸗ 
ipa wooꝛke, to the true vle thereof, decreed in that 
Councile, that euery perſon, al well in his pꝛiuate 


aspublike faſt, ſhould continue all the day without 


meate and dꝛinke, till alter the Euening paver, 


And whofocuer dpd eate o2 dꝛinke beloꝛe the Eue⸗ 


ning pꝛapyer was ended, ſhoulde be accompted and 
reputed, not to conſider the puritie ol his kat. This 


Canon teacheth fo euidently how kaſting was died 
inthe Pꝛimatiue Church, as by woꝛdes it can not 
bee move plainelp expꝛeſſed. Faſting then by the 
‘Decree of thoſe fire hundꝛeth and thirtie kathers, 
agroundingtheir determination in this matter, vp⸗ 
on the lacred Seriptures, c long continued vſage

Foꝛ they are euermoꝛe fearefull and 
doubting, leſt by often giuing although it were but 


d lle at a time, they ſhoulde conſume their goods a 
lo impoueriſh themſelues, that euen themfelues at 
the length, houlde not be able to liue, but ſboulde be 
Dꝛiuen to begge, and line of other mens almes. And 
thus they leeke excules to withhold themlelues from 
the kauour ot God, e chole with pinching couetoul⸗ 


nes,

nes rather to leane Dnto the deuill, then by charita⸗ 
ble mercikulnes, either to come vnto Chꝛiſt, oꝛ to ſuł⸗ 
ker Chꝛiſt to come vnto them. Oh that we hadlome 
cunning and ſkilfull Phyſition, that were able to 
purge themokthis lo peſtilent an humoꝛ, that fo loze 
inkecteth, not their bodies but their mindes, and ſo 
by cozrupting their ſoules bꝛingeth their bodies and 
foules into danger of hell fire. | 
Moe, leaſt there be any ſuch among vs (dearely 
beloued ) let vs diligently ſearche for that Phyſition, 
vpphich is Jelus Chꝛiſt, and earneſtly labour, that of 
his mercphee will truely inſtruet vs, and giue vs a 
pzeſent medicine againſt fo perilous a dileaſe. Hear⸗ 
ken then, wholoeuer thou art, that feareſt lett by gi⸗ 
‘uing to the pooze thou ſhouldeſt bzing thy ſelke to 
beggery. That which thou takeſt from thy ſelfe, to | 
beſtow bpon Chꝛiſt, can neuer be conſumed k wa⸗ | 
ſted away. herein thou halt not beleeue me: But 91 
fl thou haue faith, and be a true Chꝛiſtian, beleue the 1 
holy Ghoſt, giue credite to the authoꝛitie of Gods 4 
wWoꝛde, that thus teacheth. Foꝛ thus layth the holy ö 
Ghoſt by Salomon: He that giueth vnto the poore, Prou. as. i 
fhallneuer want. Men ſuppole that by hooꝛding and — 
laying bp ſtill, they ſhall at the length be riche: and 3 


that by diſtributing and laying out, although it be | 
oz moſt neceſlary c godly vles they ſhalbe bzought 1 
to pouertie.

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is the iudgement ol man from the iudgement of the 
holy shot? | 

The holy Apoſtle Paule, aman full of the holy 
Ghoſt, æ made pꝛiuie euen of the lecret wil of God, 
teacheth that the liberal almes giuer, ſhall not ther⸗ 


by be impoueriſhed. He that miniſtreth (faith he) feed |

vnto the fower, will miniſter alo breade vnto you for 


foode, yea, he wil multiplie your ſeede, and increafe the 


fruites of your righteouſnes. Me is not content heere 


to aduertiſe them that they ball not lacke: but hee 
ſheweth them allo, alter what ſoꝛt God wil pꝛouide 


korthem. Euen as he pꝛouideth leede ko the lower, 
in multiplying it, and giuing great increaſe: fo will 
he multiply their goodes a increaſe them, that there 


ſhallbegreat abundance. 


And let we ſhoulde thinke his layings to be but 
woꝛds and not truth, we haue an example therok in 


the third Sooke of kings, which noth confirme and 
leale it vp as a moſt certain 


veſſelh, and a little oyle in a cruſe, wherol he would 


make aA cake fog her lelle e her lonne, that alter they 


t by . ne truth. The poore wi⸗ 
Doe that receined the baniſhed Pꝛophet of God 
Elias, when as (he had but an handtul of meale in a 


had eaten that, they might die, deraule in that great 


famine there was no moꝛe foode to be gotten: vet 


when fhe gaue part therot vnto Slias, and defrau⸗ 
Ded her owne hungrie belly, mercifully to relieue 
Him be was fo bletied of God, that neither p meale 
Noz the ople was conſumed, all the time while that 
famine did laſt, but thereo both the Pꝛophet Elias, 


ſhe, and her lonne, Were lutticientiy nouriſhede had 
enough. g.. eee, 
Oh conlider this example ye vnbeleeuing a faith: 


lelle conetous perſons, who dilcredit Gods worde, 


and thinke his power diminiſhed. This pooꝛe wo⸗ 
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man inthe time ok an extreme and long dearth, had 
but one handtuli of meale, and a little cruſe of ople: 
her onely lonne was readie to periſh beloꝛe her face 
for hunger, and ſhe her ſelle like to pine always and 
vet when the pore Pꝛophet came and alked part, ſhe 
Was lo mindlull of mercifulnelle, that he koꝛgat her 
owne milerie, and rather then fhe would omit the 
occaſion giuen to giue almes, and woꝛke a woꝛke ol 
tightcoutnes , he was content prefentiy, to hazard 
her ovone, and herſonnes life. 
This poore and filly bodo we, neuer caſt deudtes 
in al her milerte, what want he her ſelke ſynld haue, ö 
ſhe neuer diſtruſted the pꝛomiſe that God had made 
vnto her by the Pꝛophet, but ſtraight way went a⸗ ie 
bout to relieue the hungry prophet of God, yoa,pies 
kerring his necellitie beloꝛe her obone. But we, lie a 
vnbeleuing tozetehes, before we wil gine one mote, i 
We will caſt a thouland Doubts ol danger, whether iB 
that will Rand vs in any ſteade that we ginctothe 
eee e e e i Sit at any 
other time our ſelues whether i would not haue 
bene more profitably beſtowed other wayes So 
— it is not moꝛe hard to wꝛench a ſtrõg nayle (as 
thepzouerbe faith) out ol apoſte, chẽ to toring a far⸗ 
thing out of our fingers. There is neither the keare 
noꝛ the laue ot God before our eyes, we will more e⸗ 
ſteeme ampte. the we either dellre Gods bingdome, 
oꝛ feare the diuels dungeon.

no penury, when other pined away: fo certainly ſhal

to the full, vou hal-btterlp watt and conſume abay 


vour ſelues, pour ſtoꝛe ſhalbe deſtroyed, your goods 
pluckt from pou, all pour gloꝛy and wealth ſhall pe⸗ 
vith: and that which when pou had, vou might haue 
enioyed your lelues in peace, and might haue be= 
ſtowed vpon other moſt godip,pe thal ſeeke with ſo⸗ 
rowe and ſighes c no where (hall finde it. Foz vour 
vnmercikulnelle towardes other, ve hall linde no 
man that will ſhewe mercy towards you. Bou that 
had ſtonie hearts towards others, ſhall finde all the 
creatures of God to pouwardes as hard as bꝛaſſe c 
Pon. Alas, what furie madnes doeth poſſeſſe our 
minds, that in a matter oftrueth ¢ certainty we wil 


not giue credite to the truth teſtifying vnto ß which 


is most certaine: Chꝛiſt layth, that ik wee will lirſt 
leeke the kingdome of God x do the woꝛkes of righ⸗ 


teoulnes therof, we ſhal not be left deſtitute alother 


‘things ſbalbe giuen to vs plentcoufly. May fay we, 
J will firſt looke that J be able to liue my ſelfe, and 


be lure that I haue pnough for me and mine, and if 


J haue any thing ouer, J wil beſtow it to get Gods 
fauour, and the pooꝛe ſhall then haue part with me. 
See, J pꝛay vou, the peruerlſe iudgement of men. 
We haue moze care to nouriſh the cãrcale, then we 
haue keare to lee our ſoule periſh. Ind as Cyprian 
laith, Whileſt we ſtand in doubt left our goods faile, | 


in beyng ouer liberall, we put it out of doubt, that 


bur life and health faileth, in not being liberal at all. 
Whileſt we are carefull for diminiſhing of our ſtock, 
We are altogether careleſſe to diminiſh our lelues. 
We loue Mammon, & loole our ſoules. Me feare leaſt 
our patrimonie ſhould periſh krom vs, but we keare 
not leſt we ſhoulde periſh foꝛ it. Thus doe we per⸗ 
uerily loue that we ſboulde hate, and hate that we 
ſhould loue. We be negligent, where we ſhoulde be

cCuarekull, and carekull, where weneede not. This 
vayne feare, to lacke our ſelues it we giue to 5 pooꝛe, 
is much like the feare of childzen and fooles, which 
when they ſee the bꝛight glimring of a glaſle, they do 


imagine ſtraightway that it is the lightning, and 
vet the bꝛightneſſe ol aglaſſe neuer was the light⸗ 
ning. Euen lo when we imagine that by {pending 
vpon the pooze, a man may come to pouertie, we are 


caſt into a vaine feare:foʒ we neuer heard noꝛ knew, 
that by that meanes any man came to miſerie, and 
was left deſtitute, and not conſidered of God, May 
we reade to the contrary in the ſcripture, (as J haue 
before ſhewed, and as by infinite Teſtimonies and 
examples may be pꝛoued) that wholoeuer ſerueth 
God faithtully and vnfainedly in any vocation, God 
wil not fluffer him to decay, much lefle to periſh. The 
will not ſuffer the ſoule of the righteous to perifh for 
hunger. And therefore Dauid layeth onto all them 
that are mercifull, O feare the Lorde ye that bee his 


ſaintes, for they that feare him want notliing. The lions 
doe lacke and ſuffer hunger, but they which feeke the 
Lord, ſhall want no maner of thing that is good. hen ; Reg. 
Elias was in the deſert, Bod fed him by the miniſte⸗ 
rie ofa Rauen, that euening and moꝛning brought 
him lufticient victuals. hen Daniel was ſhut vp 


in the lyons denne, God prepared meate for him, and 
ſent it thither to him. And there was the ſaying of 
Dauid fulfilled, The lyons do lacke and ſuffer hunger, 
but they which feeke the Lorde, ſhall want no good 
thing. Foz while the lyons which ſhould haue bene 
fead with his fleſh, roared for hunger, and dellre of 
their pray, whereol they had no power, although it 
were pꝛelent before them: he in the meane time was 
frelb feb from God, that ſhoulde with his fleſh ane

caretull is he alſd to feede them, whoin any ſtate oꝛ 
bocation doe unkapnedly lerue Han. And hall wee 
novo thinke that he will be uvnmindekull ol vs, it we 
be obe dient to his woꝛde, and accoꝛding to his will 
have pitie vpon the pooꝛe: He gineth vs all wealth, 
before we doe any ſeruice for it: nd will he ſee veto 
lacke necellaries, ohen we do him true leruice? Tan 
à man thinke chat he that keedeth Chꝛiſt, can be foꝛ⸗ 
latzen of Chziſt, and icit without koode? Oz will 
Chul deny earthly things vnto them, whome hee 
pꝛomileth heaueniy thinges for his true ſeruice? It 

can not be theretoꝛe ( deare bꝛethꝛen) that by giuing 


ol almeg, we fhould at any time want our ſelues, oꝛ 


that we which relieue other mens neede, ſhould our 
ſelues be oppꝛeſled with penurie. It is contraty to 
Gods woꝛde: it repugneth with his pꝛomile: it is a⸗ 
gaint Chꝛiſtes pꝛopertie and nature to ſuſfer it: it 


is the crałtie ſurmile okthe deuill to perl wade vs it. 
Wherloꝛe ſticke not to giue almes freely, and truſt 
not withſtanding, that Gods goodnelle wil mini⸗ 


fer vnto bs ſuſticiencie and plentic , fo long as wee 
hall liue in this tranſitoꝛie life, and after our dayes 
here well ſpent in his ſeruice, and the loue ol our bꝛe⸗ 


thzen, we ſhalbe crowned with euerlaſting glo⸗ 
rie, to raigne with Chit our Sauiour 
in heauen: to whome with theFa⸗ 
her and the holy Ghoſt, be all 
bhondur and gloꝛy foꝛ euer.
